Paving 

It’s contracted, city managing director < 
Martin P. Judge told the Carbondale Mir¬ 
ror. about the city’s 1981 Liquid Fuels Pro- • 
gram paving program. 

However, repeating what he had told the ( 
MIRROR in its Oct. 21 issue. Judge said 
that the firm contracted to do the paving had 
not done so by the middle of last week. 

“They were to have started Monday (Nov. 

2)," Judge said. 

Streets scheduled for paving are: Mitchell 
Avenue, Rear Gordon Avenue, Terrace 
Street, and Walnut Street. 

The contract was awarded to Keystone 
Pavement and Equipment which had the 
low bid of$20,228. 

In the spring 

The paving of a road which is presently 
dirt should be undertaken in the spring, the 
MIRROR was told last week by city hall 
sources. 

When the MIRROR first broke the news 
about the paving of the stretch of road 
between Hospital Street and North Scott 
Street on the city’s West Side, it was hoped 
that the paving would be done this fall. 

However, the project, to be undertaken by 
the Pennsylvania Department of Transpor¬ 
tation (PennDOT), will bedone in the spring 
as part of its detour preparation for the 
demolition of the Dundaff Street Viaduct. 

The approval for the viaduct’s demolition 
was given by the state’s Public Utility Com¬ 
mission nearly two years ago — in 
November of 1979. 

Since that time PennDOT has been 
undertaking plans to dismantle the 
structure. 

The city had battled twice before the PUC 
to have the structure torn down. 

The first time the utility commission 
heard the city’s case, slightly over five years 
ago, both PennDOT and the Delaware and 
Hudson Railway fought to keep the struc¬ 
ture up and to repair it instead. 

The city lost that round and 2'A years ago 
again asked the PUC for a ruling. 

That time PennDOT joined forces with 
the city and the utility commission ruled in 
their favor. 

Ironically, a year ago the Delaware and 
Hudson Railway relegated its trackage 
through the city (and under the viaduct) to a 
siding status after it has served for many 
years as the railroad’s main line. 

No garbage! 

Normally dirt picked up by the city’s 
street sweepers is the only thing dumped on 
the city’s West Side land owned by the city. 

That’s what Martin P. Judge, managing 
director, reiterated to the Carbondale Mir¬ 
ror last week when it asked why there were 
piles of leaves dumped there. 

Judge said that as a precaution, anything 
dumped there is usually turned under by the 
city’s street department. 

Earlier Judge had warned that anyone 
caught dumping garbage on the city land 
will be prosecuted. 

Sweeping property 

Last week the city’s vac-all street sweeper 
was spotted working at the parking lot of the 
American Glass Products factory located in 
the city’s West Side Industrial Park. 

Questioned about this, city managing 
director Martin P. Judge told the MIRROR 
that the firm, setting up shop in the former 
Tioga-Jamboree plant off Clidco Drive, had 
requested the city’s help in cleaning up the 
parking lot of the long-vacant property. 

Tioga-Jamboree, manufacturers of 
recreational vehicles, closed its city doors 
several years ago, citing the rising cost of 
gasoline as the main cause for the move. 

On cleaning up that property. Judge 
noted the city used its sweeper “to help them 
get started."
